ment. This was none other than 
a copy of my sister’s obituary 
that appeared in the Peterbor- 
ough Examiner and was mount- 
ed between two sheets of plastic 
and offered as “a permanent re- 
cord” for the price of one’ dol- 
lar. An order 
closed for additional copies. 
There was also a cover letter in 
falsely sympathetic and semi- 
religious wording which, how- 
ever, did not forget to mentiorr 
that one dollar for each copy of 
the obituary was required.

Madness Pays Off 
in Television 


“Frankenstein” with Boris Kar- 
loff was playing.a late show in 
Grand Rapids last week; “The 
Son of Frankenstein” was in 
Buftalo and Indianopolis. In At- 
lanta it wa’s “Dracula” with Bela 
Lugosi; in Posse “The Son of. 
Dracula.” From coast to coast, 
the midnight air was filled with 
everything from “Dead Man's 
Eyes” and “Weird Woman” to 
“Night Monster.’ All together 
they added up to one new fact 
of television life — horror is hot. 


Perhaps the most remarkable 
thing about the trend was that 
it had not happéned before. The 
movies, after all, have long found 
horror, films. cheap, profitable 
fare; radio had its “Light Out,” 
“Suspense,” and “Dr: Fu- Man- 
chu.” But since 1952, when the 
TV version of “Lights-Out” fell 


victim to the bouncy “I Love 
Lucy,” horror for horror’s ‘sake 
had -raised no hackles on TV 
ratings. 

Last season, television execu- 
tives awoke. when they noted 


that a New York showing of the 
old movie “King Kong” was 
watched in an estimated 90 per 
cent of the TV homes —an all- 
time record. Screen Gems, the 
proud possessor of TV rights for 
old Universal-International films, 
suddenly realized that among 
their 600 movies there were doz- 
ens that fell into the mad- scien- 
tist, zombi, weird-story category. 
Hurriedly, they selected 52 of 
the very goriest, wrapped them 
into a package called “Shock,” 
and began peddling them for 
showing this fall. 

“Shock” went on the air in 
October with big publicity cam- 
paigns in five leading markets, 
(Preview parties were held in 
abandoned TV studios, with 
masked waiters serving buckets 
of “blood”; models in fright wigs 
delivered shrunken heads and 
“Do-It-Yourself Nightmare Kits” 
to newspaper offices.) By last 
week “Shock” was playing to 
ceiling-high ratings in 90 cities. 
In Berkeley, Calif., “Dracula” 
had inspired a demonstration by 
1,200 white-sheeted students. In 


Philadelphia, 100 fan elubs had-. 
sprung up for Roland, the an- }- 


nouncer, who, with ghoulish 
make-up and props introduced 
the films. 

Threata that the shows might 
be “investigated” by the National 
Association of Radio and Tele- 
vision Broadcasters, the National 
Association for Better Radio and 
TV. and various civic groups 
crew from the producers defen- 
sive protests that the horror films 
were strictly for laughs. Psy- 
chologists got into the act with 
sober analyses of the appeal of 
this horror fare. According to 
motivational. researcher Ernest 
Ditchter’s dicta, the Frankenstein 
monster represents “the power 
of the Creator,” the Invisible 
Man represents “the power of 
omnipotence,” King Kong “the

As R.. H. Macy & Co., Inc., 
hegan celebrating,its 100th year, 
a just-published book gives an 


‘idea of the magnitude of the 
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i 
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giant enterprise. 


Besides the ‘parent store (19 

floors, 168 selling depts.), Macy’s 
numbers 32 other complete de- 
partment stores, including five 
branches in the New York area. 
Its 30,000 employes sell mer- 
chandise at a $450 million-a-year 
clip, packing it in 4,848 miles 
of cotton twine and 5.7 million 
boxes. 


The whole incredible story of 
the growth of this greatest of 
emporia is told in a new beok 
by Margaret Case Harriman, 
“And the Price Is Right.” She 
tells Macy's story in terms of 
its people from Rowland H. 
Macy, the seafaring Quaker who 
started it all, to autocratic “Mr. 
“Jesse” Straus, who turned it 
into a public corporation in 1919. 


Macy set up his store in 1858 
at the then-residential corner of 
Fourteenth Street and Sixth 
Avenue. (“Come, come, 
time, come, come, time, time, 
the time has come,” roared one 
of his early newspaper ads.) The 
Strauss family, which had oper- 
ated a china concession for Macy, 
became partners in 1888, after 
the founder’s death, and owners 
in 1896, Six years later, the 
Strauses moved Macy’s uptown 
to Herald Square, where bright 
merchandising — plus a long- 
standing policy of 6 per cent off 
for cash — sent Macy’s rocket- 
ing to success.

Q. How can I prevent starch 
from sticking? 

A. Starch will not stick if a 
drop or two of kerosene, or a 
little lard, is added to a small 
basin of starch and then allowed 
to come to a boil.

Prayer And The 
U.S. President 


Slipping unannounced into the 
President's office one morning 
in 1955, Secretary of the Interior 
Fred A. Seaton found the Chief 
Executive on his knees in prayer. 
Seaton apologized profusely, but 
Ike quietly waved his apology 


‘gside. He was, he explained, 


making a crucial decision that 
eould mean war or peace in the 
War East. He was praying for 
guidance in choosing the right 
eourse 


This story never would have 


. been divulged had, not a news- 


paperman one day questioned 
the President's religious sinceri- 
, irking Seaton. To the Presi- 
t’s intimates, there never is 
any- question about his sincere 
belief in prayer. Ike himself, of 
eourse, seldom mentions his per- 


gonal prayer, any more than he ~ 


falks publicly about his religious 
beliefs. 

Yet he prays as naturally as 
he eats breakfast, according to 
his brother Milton, president of 
Johns Hopkins University. He’s 
done it from boyhood, when 
family prayers were said morn- 
fmg and evening. He opens Cab- 
fmet meetings with prayer; he 
eften has exhorted people to 
pray and to practice their reli- 
gion. 


Ike's belief in prayer is deep- 

‘rooted in years of experience. 

number of times, he genuine- 
ly feels, his own prayers have. 
been answered, 

‘When he. was 16, for instance, 
blood poisoning developed in his 
left leg. As it spread, doctors 
urged amputation, saying it was 
his leg or his life But young 
Dwight exacted a promise from 
brother Edgar to prevent am- 
putation. The while family 
prayed. “Only a miracle will 
gave his leg,” d rs told them 
— but three weeks later Dwight 


This incident deeply impress- 
ed the future President. He had 
won his battle, but the real 
miracle, he believed, had been 
wrought by a higher power. It 
was natural that years later, in 

1943, he should turn to that 
r power again. It was the 
sero hour for the all-out assault 
en Sicily. Alone, the Allied com-

mander went to a high point 
overlooking Malta. 

Much was at stake in this 
gamble. The carefully laid plans 
called for coordinating airborne 
and q@aterborne troops, throw- 
img them against battle-harden- 
ed Axis defenders. Now a wind 
had sprung up, which could play 
havoc with paratroops and as- 
sault craft. - 

As he heard the roar of 
planes starting up and watched 


‘the ships push off in the moon- 


light, General Ike’s hand came 
up in salute. Then he dropped 
to his knees and prayed for 
help. 

But probably his most heart-/ 
warming experience came after 
his 1955 heart attack. People all 
over the U.S. prayed for the 
President. One writer described 
the people praying in the Eisen- 
hower Memorial Chapel in Den- 
ver: “There were busy men in 
sedate Ivy League. suits, and 
men in sharp sport jackets; wo- 
men of mature years; housewives 
with children, pert stenographers 


-on coffee breaks.” 


Prayer and religion are neces~- 
sary to democracy, the President 
believes. He has pointed out that 
the founding fathers conceived 
the U.S. as a nation under God; 
they recognized man’s rights of 
equality ahd liberty. Equality, 
as the President sees it,;means 
spiritual equality — recognition 
of the worth of the individual. 
Liberty includes self-discipline, 
so that one man’s freedom does 
not impinge on others. To the 
President it adds up to this: 
When Americans practice de- 
mocracy, they practice the Gol- 
den Rule which threads through 
many religions. 

As Chief Executive of a large 
and powerful nation, the Presi- 
dent particularly feels his own 
need of prayer. Without it, he 
once said, he could not fulfill 
the responsibilities of his office. 
When «making a_ decision,’ he 
prays for light on the best course 
to pursue, When he gets it, he 

rays for strength and courage 
o follow through... 

One of his most cherished 
hopes is that the people of the 
U.S. will take a vital interest in 
their religion. He proudly stated 
in a recemt speech that the dis- 
tribution of Bibles in the U.S. 
had doubled since 1948 ant 
church attendance had increased 
62 per cent since 1946. 

But probably his most per- 
sistent campaign is the one he 
wages for peace. The night be- 
fore he left for the Geneva Con- 
ference in 1955, he called on 
people all over the world to pray 
for peace. Arriving in Geneva, 
he went immediately to church 
to pray. Getting back to Wash- 
ington on a rainy Sunday morn- 
ing, he hurried to be in his usual 
place in» National Presbyterian 
Church. 

Prayer, the President is con- 
vineed, is not only the greatest 
power but the greatest privilege 
in the world. It is available to 
everybody, high or low, rich or 
poor. No appointment is needed. 
No fee is charged for going to 
the source of wisdom for a 
renewal of faith, for light on 
problems, for hope, strength, 
courage. These things Ike be- 
lleves. —Detroit Free Press. 


Protect Exterior 
Rear-View Mirror 


If your car is parked outside 
during the winter, exterior- 
mounted rear-view mirrors are 
apt to get badly iced. They can 
be kept free of ice and sleet by 
covering them with plastic bowl 
covers.

The American Sheep Produ- 
cers Council has issued some 
pointers .n how to cook lamb 
properly. They are few and 
simple—but highly important 

1. Always cook lamb accord- 

ing to cut. 

2. Always cook it at low tem- 

perature. 

3. Never overco*k. 

Simple, isn’t it? Another rule 

ven by these experts is that 

b should’ be served hot or 
else cold—never serve it luke- 
warm. 

Most cuts of lamb are tender, 
so they may be cooked by dry 
heat. Leg, shoulder, rib, and 
loin are usually roasted. Chops 
from these cuts are broiled, pan- 
broiled or fried. Shanks, breast, 
riblets, stew meat, and neck 
slices should be cooked by moist 
heat, either by braising or sim-~- 
mering. ; 

When you bring home lamb 
be sure to remove wrappings at 
once, Because lamb should be 
#tored in the coldéSt-part of the 
refrigerator uncovered or loon- 
ly wrapped in waxed paper, Un- 
cooked lamb should be stored at 
a temperature of 32°-40°F. 

If you bring home a piece of 
frozen lamb, store at zero or 
lower, if possible. If you defrost 
it before cooking, cook as soon 
as. possible after defrosting. 
Cooked lamb should always be 
stored in the refrigerator.

Getting Popular 


Visitors to Hawaii can pur- 
chase three or four pairs of 
barefoot sandals for the price 
of one pair of dressy shoes, 
thereby saving luggage space as 
well as insuring cool foot com- 
fort for sight-seeing. And the 
popularity of this traditional 
footwear is now boosting its 
manufacture into a million dol- 
lar business, 


Many children in Honolulu 
actually go barefoot to school, 
but, after the elementary grades, 
they usually wear the simplest 
footgear ever made—a rubber 
or leather sole with a single 
thong along the instep, anchor- 


‘ed between the large toe and 


second toe. A sidewalk survey 
in Waikiki or downtown Hon- 
olulu indicates that at least half 
the adult population wears the 
same open-air shoe. 

This style is a streamlined 
modification of the Japanese 
zori, a high straw mat sole with 
a thick’ velour thong, still worn 
by many older Oriental people 
in Hawaii, but hard on the shoe- 
compressed feet of Occidentals. 


Today most of the modern rub- 


eee te nnn 


ber zoris, in all colors, are im- 
ported from Japan, and are sold 
for a dollar or two in all kinds 
of stores. 

However, during World War 
II, when zori importation was 
cut off, Honolulu slipper manu- 
facturers began to fabricate 
zoris out of inner tubes and 
laminated cardboard or deriim. 
These wore like iron, but were 
not widely marketable in a 
style-conscious touring city 
writes Janet Faure in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

A few more,enterprising san- 
dal makers therefore began to 
dress up the simple zori, and 
after World War II brought out 
thong sandals in black leather, 
simple and classic in design, 
which women could wear with 
any daytime outfit, even in 
towns. Every year this basic de- 
sign has been varied and ampli- 
fied, so that today one can find, 
in all shoe stores, a variety of 
strap treatment: 

There are black straps with 
gold or silver leaf; corded silver 
or gold leaf straps with rosettes;

silver straps with rhinestones; _ 
elasticized straw straps; red or‘ 
gold embossed leather straps 
with Chinese, Indian, or Ha- 
waiian designs; Filipino buri 
fabric straps with fringed edges 
or pompons and tiny Japanese 
dolls.

Manufacturers also make cross- 
strap sandals, because the be- 
tween-the-toe thong is hard for 
some people to get used to—it 
takes a few days of wearing to 
toughen the area where the 
thong rubs. 
Because some women tourists” 
take back home a dozen or more 
pairs of Hawaiian sandals, the 
style is becoming popular at 
Mainland resorts, and exported 
“made_in Hawaii” sandals now 
account for one-third of the 
Honolulu manufacturers’ output.

ing trouble starting their cars. 
The little girl next door left 
home a short while ago and then 
stood for ten minutes on a cold, 
draughty corner waiting for the 
school bus. The wind is howl- 
ing around the. house making 
weird noises but inside the house 
we are warm and comfortable. 
It did occur to us this morning 
to wonder how much oil the fur- 
nace got away with during the 
night as we didn’t set the ther- 
mostat back at all.

There were 
22 lengths of straight smoke- 
pipe and 4 elbows running from 
the furnace to the chimney up- 
stairs, Taking them down and 
cleaning them was quite a job 
but for safety’s sake it had to be 
done twice during the winter. 


What a change there has been 
in heating systems over the 
years. In ploneer days wood was 
the only fuel — pine stumps 
burnt on the open hearth after 
tree had been felled. Then came 
the pot-bellied parlor heaters 
and the two-hole box-stoves that 
could be used for cooking as 
well as heating, split wood be- 
ing used as fuel. From it we 
progressed to cookstoves — to 
soft coal and coke, and finally to 
hard coal, And then there were 
oll stoves that would sometimes 
flare up and smoke the house 

rout. In most homes there was 
also a one-burner “Fairy lamp” 
lit for a while to take the chill 
out of upstairs bedrooms but 
taken away as soon as the chil- 
dren were warm and cosy in their 
beds under layers of patchwork 
quilts — afte, having undressed 
ir front of the kitchen fire. Elec- 
tric heaters couldn't be used be- 
cause in most homes there was 
no electricity. By day children 
were dressed warmly with heavy 
underwear, and oversocks and 
gum-rubbers on their feet. They 
‘had to walk to school anywhere 
from half a mile to two miles. 
But at least they were on the 
move. As I watched our little

We knew, 
because where we lived there 
was a good supply of “cow-piles”. 
Cow-chips I would have you 
know wére sun-baked dung that 
could be picked up from the pas- 
ture. Many is the time I went 
out after supper, carrying a sack 


. and picked up our fuel supply 


for the next day. It was bone- 
dry, light in weight, and entirely 
odorless. But what a fire it would 
make! Many a fine batch of 
homemade bread came from an 
oven heated by cow-chips in the 
atove. 


We wouldn't want to back to 
old-time heating — or plumbing 
~- but I do hope stories of the

LABOUR SAVERS 


There are all sorts of new 
things in the seed. stores now 
that will help make gardening 
easier and more _ interesting, 
short cuts, back savers, new 
weed and pest controls. 

For instance there are metal 


' gnd other strips on the market 


that are used to keep grass out 
ef flower beds and flowers out 
ef grass. Sunk flush. with the 
ground they are invisible ‘and 
one can run the lawnmower or 
edging tool right over them. 
There are new chemicals 
which will kill twich grass and 
“ Some 
are dug in, some are sprayed 
on. They will save a lot of hard 


. work. There are soil condition- 


ers and chemicals to turn refuse 
into valuable humus. 

There are our old friends the 
little waxed paper tents, that 
look like straw hats. These are 
really minature greenhouses 
only they require much less at- 
tention. They are used for plac- 
ing’ over tender plants like 
tomatoes, petunias and such 
things which we can set out 
two or three weeks earlier if 
we keep them covered with 
these inexpensive caps until 
weather is safe and warm. We. 
ean also use over tiny beds 
where we have sown extra 
flowers or melons or cucumbers 
and thus lengthen the season by 
nearly a month. 

In the new tools, hand and 
power, there are a great many 
useful labour savers. There are 
sweepers that keep lawns look- 
ing like fine broadloom, special 

tools that ~eliminate 
stooping, automatic watering 
hoses and sprinklers, long han- 
dled hoes, rakes and cultivators 
to save backs, dusters, sprayers, 
both hand and power operated. 

There are flowers, feeds, 
shrubs and other things that are 
used to attract the birds and 
there are whirling devices and 
noises makers to do the very 
opposite. 

STRAIGHT ROWS HELP 

Using a string to keep vege- 
table rows straight and regular 
spacing within the rows is not 
just an indication of neatness or 
fussiness. The wise gardener 
does this so that he will know 
where to expect the things he 
has planted and thus can safely 
eultivate even before they come 


up. 

Corn and potatoes and many 
ether things, and especially the 
first sowings, may take a week 
er more to show up. If we wait 
until they are plainly seen we 
may have a weed battle on our 
hands. If we mark the rows and 
know that each hill within the 
row is say 18 inches or two feet

Britain Through 
As Major Power? 


Joseph Alsop, an astute if 
seldom optimistic observer of the 
world scene, has revisited Lon- 
don and set in motion a debate 
among British writers, publish- 
ers, and politicians by concluding 
that Britain is on the verge of 
accepting defeat in its efforts to 
remain a major world power. 


The Alsop thesis is partially 
documented by such attitudes as 
that of Ludovic Kennedy, nearly 
successful Liberal Party candi- 
date “in the recent Rochdale by- 
election. Mr. Kennedy takes as 
his political premise that Britain 
no longer can afford to be botn 
a great nuclear power and also 
a welfare state, and hence had 
better give up trying to be a 
great nuclear power. 

What. might be called the 
Alsop -l@@ennedy debate bears 
heavily on Britain’s future value 
to the United States as an ally: 
If the alternative is as clear and 
simple as Mr. Kennedy puts it 
and a choice is forced on the 
British nation, the chances are 
it would elect.to subside into 
being a welfare state, at which 
point the United States would 
cease to possess the invaluable 
partnership of a robust and 
sometimes independent thinking 
ally — and Alsop premonitoins 
of Western doom would appear 
to have further support. 

But what is the real propor- 
tion of these matters? 

Beyond doubt Britain, like all 
Western countries, is passing 
through a phase of truly agoniz~- 
ing reappraisal of its world role. 
The road ahead is not clear or 
easy, and there is a confusion 
of conflicting views about how 
the compass course should be 
set. Problems are infinitely less 
simple than in the days of World 
War II, when it was just a matter 
of straining to the utmost to 
make headway against the pur- 
poses of our enemies. 

For example, does it really 


-make sense for Britain to spend 


a substantial proportion of its 
budget on being a nuclear power 
when Washington disposes of 
probably enough nuclear power 
to serve the purposes of military 
deterrence?, Would it not make 
as much or more sense for Brit- 
ain to leave the deterrent role 
to its bigger and richer ally and 
concentrate instead on comple- 


ne rr a 


and cultivate right from plant- 
ing time and weed killing will 
be-no trouble at all. As a mat- 
ter of fact one is quite safe to 
cultivate both corn and pota- 
toes lightly right over rows for 
the first time or two. 
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menting United States deterrent 
power with conventional weap- 
ons and forces? There might be 
more need for the conventional 
power someday, and it is in- 
creasingly in short supply. 


These are valid questions, al- 


though the answers are not 
clear. Many London thinkers are 
seeking the answers without 
claiming to know them. But the 
budgetary saving would he 
smaller than would seem rea- 
sonable to expect. Only about a 
{ifth of the British mihtary 
budget actually goes for nuclear 
power, and some of this would 
be spent on research for peace- 
time purposes anyway. 

Again, what is Britain’s fu- 
ture pattern of relations? Can 
it find its destiny primarily 
with the Commonwealth or with 
the United States or should it 
at long last cast in its lot with 
Western Europe? There are 
strong arguments in favor of 
each one of the three courses, 
but-ae yet the argument is not 
conclusive. 

It is an interesting comimentary 
cn the difficulty of the problem 
that Harold Macmillan started 
his prime ministry on a policy 
of moving toward Western Eu- 
rope and found himself after his 
first year closer to Washington 
and much further away from 
Paris arfd Berlin. ‘ 


The idea of British participa- 
tion in either a European cus~- 
toms union or free trade area 1s 
apparently in abeyance. Yet, at 
the very moment when the pro- 
ject of economic integration witn 
Western Europe seems to have 
been downgraded, the American 
economy hesitated enough to 
raise grave doubts about the 
wisdom: of tying closer ties 
across the Atlantic as an al- 
ternative. 


For Britain the course ahead 
is definitely unclear alike if 
military, political, and economic 
affairs. It cannot abandon a 
world role in any one of the 
three areas. For one reason, its 
welfare state is based on world 
trade without which there would 
be major unemployment at 
liome. Britain is the last country 
in the world which could afford 
economic isolation. And if it 
must trade, it also must preserve 
its Commonwealth ties, its al- 
liance ties, and that. means in- 
evitably a share in the defense 
of the alliance. 


No one yet has come along 
who can seé the right way ahead 
es clearly as Winston Churchill 
did during the war and thus be 
tble to convince all others. Until 
such a person does emerge, there 
will be conflict of council in 
Britain and agonizing reappraisal 
there as in other allied countries. 

A new sense of vision certainy 
is needed for the whole Western 


alliance. Until it emerges, there 


is “bound to be confusion and 
perplexity. But it is out of just 
such perplexity that new vision 
is generated. ~—-By Joseph C. 
Harsch in The Christian Science 
Monitor.

Relations, studied 1,181 marriage 
proposals and found that 25 per 
cent ‘were made in motor cars 
while the couple were parked 
somewhere.

A PIONEER PHYSICIST 


James Clerk - Maxwell, Scot- 
tish physicist who died in 1879, 
was the first professor of experi- 
mental physics at Cambridge.

Sounder Hearts 


In the long fight against the 
biggest health villain, heart dis- 
ease, American medicine reveal- 
ed some significant discoveries 
‘recently. 

A mold extract which, minutes 
after injection into the blood 
stream, searches out and breaks 
up blood clots was announced by. 
the Massachusetts Heart Asso- 
elation, Drawn from the. mold

weed safely in the severest heart 
and stroke eases to the preven- 
tion of much long-term damage. 
In ten years of experimenting 
with animals and finally with 
25 humans, Dr. Mario Stefanini 
discovered that the extract dis- 
solves proteins, which make up 
bloodclots. Its precise nature is 
mot yet known, however, and it 
will probably not be available 
for use by general practitioners 
for another two years. 


For victims of congestive heart 
failure — the most common 
eause of death from heart mala- 
dies — Drs. Lous Leiter and 
Jacob Grossman of New York’s 
Montefiore Hospital have uncov- 
ered a new treatment which may 
offer a way to normal life ex- 
pectancy. The afflicted person's 
heart fails to pump enough blood 
to meet the body’s oxygen re- 

ents. To compensate, large. 
quantities of fluids collect in the 
body tissues and are not carried 
off to the kidneys. The lungs and 
liver may become congested. 


Instead of “drowning in their 
@wn fluid,” Drs. Grossman and 
Leiter said, congestive heart- 
failure patients now can be 
“dried out” by this therapy:.(1) 
A low-salt diet (salt contributes 
to the “backing up of fluid in 
the tissues); (2) the use of drugs 
ealled “diuretics,” which  in- 
erease the flow of urine and 


- ¢taw -excess fluids — the most 
effective being: 


chlorothiazide 
(trade name, Diuril), and (3)’ 
clacing an elastic bandage on the 
patient’s swollen legs and ele- 
vating them so that the fiuid is 
squeezed from the limbs and car- 
red to his kidneys. 

The first chemical analysis of 
the patches on the inside of the 
arteries of patients with athero- 
sclerosis was describel by Drs. 
Charles J. Umberger and Leo A. 
Dal Cortivo, biochemists in the 
New York City Medical Exam- 
iner’s office. Their intricate tests 
ef hardened material taken from 
the arteries of 55 men (between 
26 and 50 years old) who. had 
died of acute heart disease may. 
upset current theories as to how 
fats in the diet contribute to 
hardening of the arteries and to 
eventual heart attacks. 

Contrary to their expectations, 
the scientists found that the ar- 
tery deposits they studied con- 
tained no fats at all, although it 
looked and felt like fat. More 
than half of the artery patches 
was cholesterol, but in a differ- 
ent form than the ordinary 
cholesteré] found in the blood 
etream. From these findings, 
Yrs. Umberger and Dal Cortivo 
nssume that changes so far un- 
known may take place in body 
cholesterol before it reaches the 
arteries. Their analyses also 
suggested that diets of unsatur- 
ated fats (such as vegetable oils) 
recommended to heart patients

Sobering Facts. 
About Fallout 


Into a Columbia University 
laboratory regularly, stream ship- 
ments of one of. science’s grim- 
mest raw materials for study: 


human bones. They come from - 


the recently dead bodies of men, 
women and children all over the 
non-Communist world, including 
such outskirts as Chile, South 
Africa and Formosa. At Colum- 
bia’s Lamont Geological Obser- 
vatory, i project financed by 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Gom- 
mission, they go under the scrut- 
iny of scientists who analyze 
the- bones for strontium 90. Re- 
cently te project’s three scien- 
tists, Drs. Walter R. Eckelmann, 
J. Laurence Kulp and Arthur R. 
Schulert, made their second an- 
nual report. The bones'told a 
sobering story of increasing 
amounts of radioactive fallout 
from nuclear-weapons tests. 
Strontium 90 is the most fear- 
ed of all the fallout isotopes. It 
has a long half-life (28 years), 
and the ‘human body tends to 
mistake it for calcium, which it 
resembles chemically, and to 
build it into bone. As it disin- 
tegrates over the years, it may 
cause cancer by the effect of its 
radiation on tender living cells. 
Since their last year's report, 
said the scientists, the world- 
average content of strontium 90 
in human bone has increased by 
about 30%. The increase in 


-young children, whose bones are 


growing actively, was 50%. The 
highest values were found in 
North America, the lowest in the 
Southern Hemisphere. 
Young children have, propor- 
tionately, ten times more stron- 
tium 90 in their bones than 
adults, but.so far the average is 
only about 1/150 of the MPC 
(Maximum Permissible Concen- 
tration) that was recommended 
by the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. The amount will surely 
grow, say the scientists. Even if 
no more weapons are. tésted, 
there may be enough strontium 
90 in “the stratospheric reser- 
voir” to raise the strontium 90 
in the bones of children in the 
Northeastern U.S. to as much as 
43% of the MPC. If weapons 


testing continues at the same

rate as the last few years, the 
average for the entire population 
of the Northeastern U.S. will 
gradually climb to about 20% of 
the MPC by the year 2000. 

Not all people get the same 
amount. Some children had 
three times the average, and the 
variation in adults is seven times. 
Most of these figures are about 
city dwellers, and the scientists 
think that the: variation in rural 
areas will be greater still. It 
is thus likely that if weapons 
tests continue, a good many un- 
fortunates may come dangerous- 
ly close to the Maximum Per- 
missible»Goncentration — which 
many scientists believe has been 
set far too high. — From TIME.

It is far more difficult to de- 
sign a formal garden with its 
straight rows and paths than it 
is to create ome with curves 
and clumps and a general in- 
formal layout. Anyone with a 
string, of course, can plant per- 
fectly straight rows of petunias 
or roses or tulips but it takes 
an expert to make a garden like 
that look really attractive. 


The average person with 
average skill and an average lot 
is far better advised to stick to 
the simple, and in most cases, 
more interesting informal lay- 
out. In this, of course, along 
the straight walls of our house 


or the boundary fences, - there - 


will be no chance for weaving 
at the back, but by planting in 
clumps and beds of various 
widths and curving edges we 
get an informal appearance at 
the front. As a rule the bigger 
flowers and taller shrubbery go 
at the back but just to break 
the monotony we occasionally 
bring something forward. We 
also plant in groups of two or 
three to a dozen of each species 
depending upon size, rather 
than as single individual speci- 
mens. 

In the centre of almost any 
garden layout, no matter how 
small, will be a piece of lawn 
and around that we group 
flowers and shrubbery. -Rather 
than hide all the’ foundation 
line of the house, or all of an 
attractive wall or fence, we 
leave irregular spaces -here and 
there between clumps of shrub- 
bery or beds of flowers. If the 
garden is a fair size, too, it is 
an excellent plan to arrange 
trees, shrubbery and __ taller 
flowers so that part of the lay- 
out is hidden and only revealed 
when the visitor moves along. 
If possible have a curving path 
than a straight one but make 
sure there is some reason for 
the: curve even if you have to 


-make one by planting a tree or 


a clump of shrubs. 
CULTIVATION 


| «Killing weeds is only one of 


the for quitivation. The 
big gain the. improvement in 
the texture of tie soil. Cultiva- 
tion lets in air, breaks up the 
clay lumps, makes the soil more 
open so that it will absorb and 
hold more moisture. Even where 
there are no weeds, regular 
cultivation, say once a week, is 
advisable in most gardens up 
to the early part of July and 
longer if the weather turns un- 
usually dry because this work- 
ing of the top soil conserves the 
moisture. 


NO RUSH 
‘It is probably some age-old 
instinct which gives us the urge 
to get out and dig just as soon 
as the first spring day arrives. 
There is no harm in going ahead 
if we live in some very warm 
corner, of Canada, but as a rule 
one should restrain the impulse 
until the weather really turn 
warm and the soil is fairly dry. 
Nothing is gained by rushing 
either cultivation or seeding and 
much can be lost. If the ground 
is the least bit muddy then all 
we do is mess up ourselves and 


implements and _ leave the 
ground.in bad shape for any 
real working later on. And if 


we are so foolish as to plant 
tender things far ahead of time, 
then the frost will surely get 
them. 

All this does not mean, how- 
ever, that we should not risk 
a. few things reasonably early 
provided the soil is fit to work. 
To determine that we can, if we 
want to be scientific, select a 
handful of soil squeeze 
and ‘then take off the pressure 
If the soil crumbles, it is ready 


to work. If, when we squeeze 
it into a ball it stays that way, 
SF if it leaves our fingers all 
muddy, then. we should forget 


about gardening for that after- 
neon at least and go inside and 
read a book or seed catalocue.

They Go For Pills _ 
In A Big Way 


The Japanese are a highiy 
emotional people, they love to 
take pills, and they like to imi- 
tate Western customs. These 
factors create a rich market for 
tranquilizers. Last week Tokyo's 
Welfare Ministry reported that 
in 1957 the Japanese went wild 
for “tranki” poured out yen to 
the. tune of $3.5 million for 
meprobamate alone. They were 
buying tranki without prescrip- 
tion at any handy. drugstore, and 
swallowing them under the 
nerve-racking prodding of a 
hypertonic advertising carnpaign. 

The tranki rage struck Japan 
with typhoon force in the fall of 
1956, when the U.S.’s. Lederle 
Laboratories joined Takeda 
Pharmaceutical in a fifty-fifty 


deal to set up Lederle Ltd. as © 


an outlet for meprobamate (best 
known ‘in the U.S. by its orig- 
inal brand name, Miltown). But 
no patent claim had been filed, 
and the vacuum was quickly 
filled by Japan’s highly competi- 
tive drugmakers -- concentrated 
on a narrow street called Dosho- 
machi in Osaka, around a shrine 
of Yakuoshin (an ancient god of 
drugs). By December, Daiichi 
Seiyaku was on the market with 
its own brand of meprobamate, 
called Atraxin. Lederle Ltd. put 
out Miltown. Takeda competed 
with its own corporate offshoot 
by pushing Harmonin, 


Daiichi Seiyaku (meaning No. 
1 drug company) ran half-page 
ads showing men.and women 
with agonized faces, clutching 
swollen heads and moaning for 
Atraxin, Daiichi and competitors 
put up billboards at Tokyo's 
busiest intersections, where stall- 
ed motorists and scared-running 
pedestrians were urged to help 
themselves to “cope” by taking 
a pill. There was even a sugges- ~ 
tion (eventually dropped) that 
similar ads be placed at railroad 
crossings, bridges and volcano 
craters, the meccas of the sul- 
cide-minded. (Several attempts 
to commit suicide with overdoses 
of tranquilizers have failed.) 
Tranki pills have proved espe- 
cially popular with students 
cramming to pass the tough @x- 
ams for government jobs. 

There are already 15 brand 
names under which meproba~- 
mate\is being sold, with appli- 
cations pending for 65 more. 
Atraxin leads the field with 1957”

goon. That is repairing, rebuild- 
ing the lawn or starting a brand 
mew one, 

Grass grows best when the 
weather is cool and moist and 
the sooner the seed is planted 
fm the spring the better. . Of 
eourse, we can’t or shouldfi't 
start to make or dig while the 
goil is the least bit muddy. But 
@ven before the last snow goes 
we can put up a wire around 
the lawn to protect it from 
wandering children and adults 
who should know better.

ZETA Bedazzles 
Watchers 


Outside there was snow. The 
roads were covered with a sheet 
of ice. Traffic, cut adrift from 
time, gingerly felt its delayed 
and darkening way across Berk- 
shire, : 

Inside Harwell, in a concrete 
shelter in a d6netime aircraft 
hangar, Britain's H-power ma- 
chine ZETA lit in perfect safety 
a whirling nuclear fire that 
flared for a fraction of a second 
at tempe res a thousand 
times as hot as the surface of 
the sun. 


Reporters — more reporters, 
than the Harwell Atomic Energy 
Research Establishment had 
ever seen before at one time— 
saw the flash in a-mirror, dark- 
ly. They groped for under-. 
standing and the words ‘to com “* 
pass it. 

The clock said it was 


p.m. The calendar said it was - 
Jan. 23, 1958. These were Mut - 


partial facts. ’ : 


To the reporters it was just 
another day, yet also obviously 
a new hour in a new age. Which 
was confusing. Swimming in an 
abstruse sea, they clung to the 
few hard facts they had grasped. 

Within a year ZETA will far 
surpass the temperature not on 
the surface but at the way cen- 
ter of the sun. The sun burns 
there at 15,000,000 degrees cen- 
tigrade. ZETA may go to 25.- 
000,000 degrees. 

A new British H-power ma- 
chine is about to be built which 
is to touch between 100,000,000 
and 300,000,000 degrees. 


The next step after that will 
be to design a practical thermo- 
nuclear power station. This may 
be built in 20 years’ time. 


This station may directly pro- 
duce electricity, cutting out al- 
together the costly and cumber- 
some heat exchanger and steam 
turbfne gear of today’s A-power 
stations. 

The fuel will be sea water. / 


Supplies of coal may last 100 
years, supplies of uranium 300, 
but supplies of deuterium (from 
sea water) will be available for 
at least 1,000,000,000 years. 

But the newspapermen want- 
ed more. They wanted to freeze 
a moment of history, too.

Well, asked the reporters one 
after other, phrasing it first this 
way and then that, was it the 
first time a controlled thermo- 
nuclear reaction had been ob- 
tained in a laboratory? 

Well, no, not exactly, said the 
natural scientists. They would 
not claim even that, They were 
not sure yet. 

Sir John said he was 90 per 
cent certain. But no. man work- 
in on Zeta would, on the record, 
go as far as that. 

Problem Remains 

“Well, if none of your re- 
searchers will say they have 
done it, Sir John,” one corre- 
spondent asked plaintively, 
“will your press officer. perhaps 
say it?” 

Tension dissolved in a great 
pulse of H-laughter. 

But the problem remained. 
What then was the “remarkable 
British scientific aéhievement?” 
to use Sir John Coekcroft’s own 
description. 

After all, there are other ma- 
chines, as we now have learned, 
in Britain and in the United 
States which have produced 
temperatures of 4,000,000, 5,000,- 
000, and 6,000,000,0 degrees and 
may also have produced a fu- 
sion reaction, writes John Allen 
May in The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

“Look,” at last said the head 
of the Zeta program, Dr. Peter 
Clive Thonemann. He has a 
deep, confident, patient, and 
amused Australian voice. ‘‘Look,” 
he said; ‘this... question, have 
we produced a COntroled H- 
power reaction? It’s really irre 
levant. 

“We have held a ring of gas 
inside a metal tube—held it 
there at these vast tempera- 
tures without it melting its con- 
tainer—held it for relatively 
long periods. That is our succegg. 

“We know how to do it. _ 
fs our breakthrough. Whe 
get up to higher tempe nd 
as we will, we are bound to get 
a thermonuclear reaction.” 

ZETA’S particular value 
seems to be in its scale. It is 
easier in a big machine to keep 
a ring of star-fire flaring for 
useful periods. And ZETA is by 
far the biggest piece of experi- 
mental H-power hardware in 
the world, 

It weighs about 150 tons. It 
stands in its shelter looking like 
the engines of a ship, a great 
thick circular metal tube 
threaded horizontally through 
two upright circular electrical 
gare negate The diameter of 

e tube is one meter. The 
diameter of the circle it makes 
is three meters. (The bore of 
the tube of the Los lamos 
“perhapsatron” is two smches.) 

Inside that tube the heat of 
the sun.is reproduced in flashes 
of a few thousandths of a second 
every tem seconds. The flash is 
a whirling electric circle of gas 
and ef fired and fusing atoms, 
30 «centimeters thick, kept in 
place and away from the walls 
of the tube by the Invisible 
checkreins and guiding rods of 
various magnetic fields. 

The next stage is to keep 
these short, rapid pulses going 
for a full second and to get them 
to a hundred million degrees. 

“It requires the design of 
electrical engineering equip- 
ment which no one has yet 
even envisaged,” Dr, Thonemann

Hypertension A Major Factor

Cleveland, Ohio—(NEA)— As 
our medical scientists probe for 
definitive knowledge regarding 
the causative factors behind 
athersoclerosis — among them 
nutrition, hormones, exercise 
and heredity—they have at hand 


conclusive evidence that hyper-- 


tension (high blood pressure) is 
to be listed among the causes. 


No one dies of hypertension 
itself. People who have high 
blood pressure die as a result 
of the blood vessel and heart 
disease’ that follows in its wake. 
This disease is atherosclerosis, 
the most serious form of arteri- 
osclerosis, or “hardening of the 
arteries.” 


Apparently, the impact of 
months and years of high blood 
pressure’ damages the vessels. 
They lose their elasticity be- 
cause the little fibres of elastic 
tissue in the walls of the ves- 
stretched, 
frayed and broken. 


As this process goes on, the 
vessels become scarred and ac- 
cumulate fatty deposits in their 
linings. These may of them- 
selves obstruct the flow of blood. 
Probably more cofnmonly some- 
thing happens in this scarred, 
fatty mass—perhaps bleeding 
into its base or loss of its lin- 
ing membrane, Either process 
results in an area on which a 
clot will form and this {s the 
usual basis of heart attacks and 
strokes, : 

Doctors have recognized for a 
long time that high blood pres- 
sure and atherosclerosis were 
closely associated diseases. But, 
until recently, we had no firm 
views pn the nature of this as- 
sociation. 

Formerly,

most doctors 


thought that the hardening of | 


the arteries occurred first, and 
that, as a consequence, the blood 
pressure rose. This rise of pres- 
sure was even considered bene- 
ficial because, they reasoned, it 
helped maintain blood flow 
through the thickened vessels. 
This view, no longer held, re- 
tarded and delayed research on 


high blood pressure for many. 


years. We now know. that high 
blood pressure is one of the com- 
mon.causes of atherosclerosis, 
and increased risk of one of 
its complications. 

Happily, research has achieved 
important advances in the treat- 
ment of high blood pressure. 

About five years ago, doctors 
everywhere were provided with 
drugs which were truly effective 
in controlling this disorder. A 
five-year! study of these drugs 
was recently completed. We re- 
viewed the histories of a group

of patients who had come for 
treatment of a very severe form 
of high blood pressure known 
as “malignant hypertension.” 
Until these drugs became 


_available, we knew that of 100 


such patients about 50 would 
die within six months, and about 
80 within a year. At the end of 
five years there would be only 
one or two lingering on. 

Our survey showed that 70 per 
cent of treated patients survived 
more than one year, and that 


some 30 per cent survived for .- 


five years, with most of them 
leading active, productive and 
comparatively normal lives. 

We believe that starting now, 
with better drugs and more 
“know-how” in their use, we 
can double this five-year survi- 
val rate, particularly if patients 
receive treatment before their 
blood vessels have been so dam- 


aged by high blood pressure~ 


that arteriosclerosis begins and 
progresses. . 
This is a substantial accom- 
plishment. It is important to re- 
member that a majority of those 
who died were victims of some 
complication .of atherosclerosis 


-—guch as a stroke, a heart at- 


tack, rupture of a large vesse) 
or kidney damage. In _ other 
words, we had relieved the im- 
mediate situation for many, but 
they were left with a residue 
of vessels damaged during their 
period of uncontrolled high 
blood pressure. _ 

So it follows that we are faced 
with the urgent problem of find- 
ing for these patients something) 
which, in association with drugs 


used in treating high blood pres- . 


sure, will check the spread of 
atherosclerosis. 

But this is not enough. High 
blood pressure is an insidious 
disease. Few people know they 
have it until they have suffered 
some of its complications, by 
which time the damage is usu- 


ally well established. Clearly, | 


there is urgent need for accel- 


erated research into all phases . 


of the problem of atheroscler- 
osis, especially that associated 
with high blood pressure. 

Not many years ago this 
would have been regarded as a 
hopeless undertaking. But, just 
as we have accomplished so 
much so recently in the field of 
high ‘blood pressure research, 
we may be confident that sooner 
or later the missing answers 
will be turned up.

What prompted North Caro- 
lina farmers to start helping 
themselves? 

In 1951 a group of “dirt” far- 
mers, farm leaders and _ busi- 
nessmen went into a huddle to 
discuss the future of the. state’s 
agriculture. They . were agreed 
on what constituted the main 
problem: research. Yet just 
what could or might be done 
about it, beyond what federal 
and state appropriations were 
doing? 
* oe * 

From these deliberations the 
bold and. daring “Nickels for 
Know-How” idea took form, The 
name—and the program—stuck. 
It involved calling a statewide 
referendum of farmers to vote 
on whether. or not they would 
pay a nickel extra for each ton 
of feed and fertilizer they 
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bought over a three-year period. 

The plan was that this money 
would be turned over to the 
North Carolina Agricultural 
Foundation at North Carolina 
State College in Raleigh, which 
in turn would channel it into 
vital research and educational 


* projects. 


Farmers voted virtually unani- 
mously for the program, and 
have seemed to like it from the 
beginning. The referendum, en- 


100 counties, was conduc- 
ted with Vilentary help and not 
a penny of taxpayers’ money 
was expended. At the end of the 
initial three years, the farmers 
approved the program for an- 
other three-year period. 

In 1957 they voted overwhelm- 
ingly for it again. And this time 
the program for the next ‘three 
years was broadened to include 
also a levy on cotton—10 cents 
for each bale. In this latest re- 
ferendum, 34,074 farmers voted 
for the program and only 2,633 
against it, writes Henry Lesene 
in The Christian Science Moni- 
tor. 

The “Nickels for Know-How” 

"levy isn’t, in the accepted sense, 
a tax. It is entirely voluntary. 
Any farmer can file for a refund 
.of his contribution and receive 
it. Yet in six years there has 
not been a single request for a 
refund, 
ca a * 

In the beginning, representa- 
tives of the American Feed Man- 
ufacturers Association strenu- 
ously opposed the whole. idea. 
They raised the point as. to 
whether such a program was ac- 
tually legal. They feared, too, 
the idea would spread, 

“It's a matter of principle 
with us,” they argued. “If. this 
tax goes unchallenged, it will 
go into every state in the Union 
and it won’t stop at a nickel. It 
will become a dime, and then a 
dollar.” 

No other state, incidentally, 
has yet adopted such a program, 
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n the Shelburne (Vt.) Museum, where more than 300 bed cover- 


ings-the largest display in America~have been gathered to- 
gether by Mrs J. Watson Webb, founder ond head of the 
museum. This covering, in a pattern called “Princess Feather”, 
dates bock to obout 1835.

In the first five years of the 
program, the nickels grew into 
a tidy sum of more than three 
quarters of a million dollars.

Ballentine estimates the pro- - 
gram costs the average indivi- 


dual farmer about 30 cents a 
year, 

For one thing, of course, the 
research is conducted in North 
Carolina on problems directly 
concerning the North Carolina 
farmer, and it is done by trained 
researchers who know the prob- 
lems of the state’s farmers. The 
program has, of course, involved 
almost every conceivable phase 
of agricultural research and en- 
compassed every crop of any 
consequence in the state. 

An important and significant 

art of the “Nickels for Know- 

ow” plan, however, is that 
marketing programs are actively 


supported in all major. commo- 


dity areas, with the objective of 
expanding’ the market for all 
farm products and reducing the 
costs of: market. 

For instance, working both 
with farmers and marketing 


firms, specialists engaged in the- 


program are constantly bring-, 
ing the know-how of marketing 
methods to the processing, pack- 
aging, and sale of the state's 
farm commodities. 


This is considered perhaps the 
primary objective of the pro- 
gram—to get the abundance of 
farm commodities into the hands 
of consumers, to make them 
more enticing and serviceable 
and, for the farmer, more pro- 
fitable. 

The real strength of the unique 
program, according to Mr. Bal- 
lentine, is that it allows research 
specialists at the state college 


to move into areas of needed re-. 


search without having to wait 
for federal or state appropri- 
ations. 


But he notes that there have 
been some interesting outgrowths 
of the program, One, he says, 
is that there has been an in- 
crease in private contributions 
for agricultural research. Also, 
he says, it is a matter of past 
experience that a state legisla- 
ture feels more inclined to help 
a segment of the economy that 
is already trying to help itself.
